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INTRODUCTORY. 


The  Book  of  Mormon  is  one  continuous  illustration  of 
God's  concern  for  man.  In  its  general  features  as  well  as 
in  its  minutest  details  it  teaches  the  very  important  truth 
that  blessings  invariably  follow  compliance  with  law.  It 
is  hoped  that  a  study  of  this  record  will  result  in  impressing 
every  student  with  this  fundamental  truth.  Even  should 
the  student  be  able  to  repeat  every  point  in  the  narrative 
and  yet  not  recognize  the  all-pervading  care  of  Deity  the 
course  may  be  considered  a  failure. 

The  record  is  very  largely  narrative,  interwoven  with 
which  are  many  of  God's  choicest  and  most  simple  revela- 
tions. It  also  contains  the  accounts  of  numerous  wars  and 
contentions,  wherein  the  love  and  long-suffering  of  God 
are  plainly  manifest. 

Of  the  half  hundred  Book  of  Mormon  teachers  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  no  two  are  treating  the  subject  the  same 
way.  Some  are  emphasizing  the  narrative  and  some  the 
doctrinal.  Many  find  it  impossible  to  complete  the  work  in 
a  single  year,  while  others  have  time  to  spare.  The  outlines 
have  been  prepared  with  a  desire  to  bring  our  teachers  to- 
gether in  this  matter,  and  to  point  out  the  topics  which  ap- 
pear the  most  profitable. 

It  is  by  no  means  intended  that  these  outlines  shall  rob 
the  teacher  of  his  individuality.  At  most  they  are  only  sug- 
gestive. In  every  instance  the  teacher  will  find  it  neces- 
sary to  supply  the  details  and  perhaps  occasionally  to  em- 
phasize points  which  are  here  made  subordinate.  In  the 
main,  however,  it  is  believed  that  the  divisions  as  presented 
can  be  followed  with  profit. 

The  outlines  have  been  designed  primarily  to  aid  the 
teacher  in  his  preparation  and  not  to  be  used  in  the  class 


room.  The  teacher  will  find  it  profitable,  however,  to  place 
his  own  expanded  outlines  in  the  hands  of  his  students.  This 
can  be  done  daily  or  at  periods  of  greater  length.  The  meth- 
od may  be  varied  by  the  teacher  and  pupils  developing  out- 
lines in  the  class-room.  It  is  also  an  excellent  practice  to 
require  pupils  to  prepare  outlines  at  home,  and  to  keep  syn- 
opsis books.  The  outlines  must  be  used  as  a  means  to  the 
study  of  the  Nephite  record  and  not  as  an  end. 

History  and  geography  are  almost  inseparably  connect- 
ed, but  unfortunately  the  geography  of  the  Xephite  land  is 
very  indefinitely  known.  The  teacher  will  find  it  greatly 
to  his  advantage,  however,  to  emphasize  the  relative  location 
of  the  various  places  mentioned,  and  wherever  possible  the 
distances  between  them,  for  example :  Zarahemla  was  on  the 
west  bank  of  the  river  Sidon  ;  Gideon  was  on  the  east  bank 
and  opposite  Zarahemla ;  Manti  was  at  the  headwaters  of 
this  river  and  between  Zarahemla  and  Xephi ;  Bountiful  was 
near  the  narrow  neck  of  land.  Locations  can  be  made  but 
approximate  and  not  definite.  Outline  maps  should  occa- 
sionally be  required  of  pupils. 

Some  teachers  have  thought  that  in  consequence  of  the- 
ology not  being  optional  less  home  preparation  should  be 
required  of  the  students  in  this  subject  than  in  others.  This 
is  incorrect.  Students  enjoy  subjects  wherein  work  is  re- 
quired. Skimming  is  not  attractive.  Theology  should  have 
the  full  portion  of  time  assigned  to  it. 

The  introductory  chapter  is  placed  here  for  two  pur- 
poses :  It  is  very  desirable  that  every  first  year  student 
carry  away  with  him  some  knowledge  Of  the  earlv  life  of 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  And,  again,  to  a  comprehen- 
sive study  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  some  acquaintance  with 
this  matter  is  absolutely  imperative.  Teachers  are  urged  to 
emphasize  this  feature  of  the  work. 

Appended  to  the  outlines  is  a  series  of  topics  pertain- 
ing to  external  evidences  of  the  divine  authenticity  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  The  teacher  should  not  assume,  however, 
that  the  records  needs  bolstering  by  external  proofs,  but  oc- 
casionally circumstances  may  arise  when  the  use  of  these  top- 
ics will  be  desirable. 

As  suggestive  helps  the  following  are  named :     Concor- 
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dance  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  (Reynolds),  Dictionary  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  (Reynolds),  Book  of  Mormon  Chart 
(Reynolds),  Story  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  (Reynolds),  and 
a  pamphlet  on  the  Book  of  Mormon  (Ricks),  published  as 
a  bulletin  of  the  Brigham  Young  College.  The  teacher  should 
be  well  acquainted  with  the  geography  of  South  and  Cen- 
tral America.  Tha  information  may  be  obtained  from  any 
good  geography.
